With  the  fourth  convention  in  as  many  years,  the  GSNA  can  be  proud 
of  its  efforts  in  maintaining  its  tradition  of  sponsonng  a  major  numismatic 
event  for  the  collectors  of  New  Jersey  and  the  adjoining  states,  Pennsylvania, 
Delaware  and  New  York.  Due  to  increased  expenses  a  $2.00  admission  is  being 
charged  to  non  GSNA  members.  To  avoid  paying  the  $2.00  fee,  just  show 
your  GSNA  membership  card’at  the  Registration  desk. 

With  the  help  of  some  new'  members  to  the  GSNA  board,  the 
organization  is  promoting  programs  to  encourage  more  member  club 
participation.  Frank  Dolan,  who  is  representative  to  the  Board  for  the 
Northwestern  sector  has  been  busy  organizing  a  joint  meeting  of  the  clubs  in 
that  area  which  will  coincide  with  the  ANA  Convention.  This  is  being  called

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Rare  Jersey  Cent  Variety  Replica  to  be  Sold  at  Convention 

Pictured  above  are  the  obverse  and  reverse  designs  of  the  renowned 
Head  Facing  Left  (or  the  rare  Maris  5 1  g)  variety  of  the  1788  Jersey  copper.  This 
is  the  rarest  of  the  three  head  facing  left  renditions  of  the  colonial  Jersey  copper 
series.  In  coordination  with  the  22nd  GSNA  Convention  being  held  May  15-17. 
the  GSNA  contracted  Ron  Landis  [of  the  Gallery  Mint  Museum]  to  create  a 
limited  mintage  of  200  of  this  particular  variety  with  the  Shield  reverse 
appearing  as  shown  below. 


As  one  can  see,  the  inscription  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  has  been 
replaced  by  GARDEN  STATE  NUMISMATIC  ASSN  above  CONVENTION 
with  the  Shield  inscribed  with  the  date  May  15-17,  1997.  The  coin,  struck  in 
copper  to  the  precise  size  and  weight  of  the  original,  will  be  available  for

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The  Last  Large  S10.00  Silver  Certificate

Did  you  know  that  the  so-called  "tombstone"  note  was  not 
intended  as  an  elaborate  numismatic  Halloween  prank  but  as  a  memorial 
issue  authorized  to  pay  homage  to  a  "great  American  statesman7"  In  point 
of  fact,  the  portrait  framed  by  the  outline  of  a  tombstone  is  that  of  Thomas 
A  Hendricks  who  served  as  Vice  President  for  nine  months  during  Grover 
Cleveland's  first  term  He  died  in  November  of  1885  and  the  $10.00  silver 
certificate  bearing  his  portrait  was  issued  the  following  year  (Series  of  1886) 
in  tribute  to  him  Hendricks'  likeness  was  engraved  by  Charles  Schelecht. 

The  note  was  renewed  in  1891  and  again  in  1908  and  has 
remained  popular  with  paper  money  collectors  ever  since.  Because  of  this, 
the  note,  while  not  especially  scarce,  is  not  all  that  cheap  either.  An  EF 
note.  Senes  of  1908  is  currently  selling  within  the  $660  to  $760  range. 
The  first  issue  (Series  of  1886)  had  an  extremely  ornate  back  as  was  the 
practice  at  that  time,  but  it  was  easily  counterfeited  (via  photography, 
would  you  believe?)  and  replaced  with  a  simpler  design  making 
counterfeits  easier  to  detect  This  was  the  last  design  for  the  large  $10.00 
silver  certificate  and  it  circulated  well  into  the  1 920's.  The  bill  could  be 
redeemed  in  the  amount  of  ten  silver  dollars.  Fourteen  different  signature 
combinations  exist  along  with  five  types  of  seals.  These  include  the  small 
and  large  Red.  small  Red  scalloped,  large  Brown  and  Blue  seals. 
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Collective  Memories

It  all  started  in  August,  1958  or  so,  when  after  having  obtained  Bobby 
Richardson,  Hank  Bauer,  Gil  McDougell,  et  al.  that  Mickey  Mantle’s  picture 
finally  appeared  amid  the  pink  bubble  gum  dust.  The  words  “promotion"  or 
“marketing”  were  unknown  to  a  seven  year  old  at  that  time,  but  I  soon  came  to 
realize  that  Mantle's  card  was  withheld  until  the  end  of  the  season  to  keep  the 
likes  of  me  coming  back  for  more.  I  later  received  another  card  with  the  orange 
background  depicting  the  triple  crown  hero,  which  along  with  all  his  teammates 
and  rivals,  ended  up  in  that  big  garbage  heap  in  the  sky  next  to  all  of  those  10 
cent  Superman  comics. 

I  think  it  may  have  been  late  1959,  while  walking  home  from  my 
fourth  grade  class,  that  I  saw  my  first  Lincoln  Memorial  reverse.  A  penny  was 
still  something  of  value  then,  and  each  returned  soda  bottle  brought  us  two  of 
them.  My  local  friends  and  I  would  usually  return  the  bottles  we  scrounged  to 
our  neighborhood  Mom  &  Pop  grocery  store.  Otto's,  which  had  both  the  gruff 
and  German  Ottb  and  his  wife  working  behind  the  counters.  This  lead  to  an 
introduction  to  one  of  Otto's  sons,  Richie.  Richie,  for  obvious  reasons,  was 
privy  to  going  through  many  coins  of  the  realm  when  his  father  wasn't  looking, 
and  extracting  the  ones  he  needed  to  fill  his  blue  Whitman  folders.  I  remember 
going  into  the  depths  of  the  store  with  Richie  one  afternoon,  and  being  amazed 
at  the  vast  extent  of  his  numismatic  wealth.  Lincoln  cents  with  S's  were 
everywhere!  Early  Buffalo  nickels  with  dates!!!  along  with  the  practicalh 
unobtainable  Walkers  and*  Standing  Liberty  Quarters.  He  even  had  some 
obsolete  issues,  some  mostly  worn  Barbers  that  piqued  my  interest

“wheeler-  dealer”  and  felt  just  fine  getting  the  best  of  a  twelve  year  old.  He  was. 
you  might  say.  a  typical  coin  dealer  (Sorry,  all  you  honest  hard  working  dealers  out 
there!)  The  only  coin  that  I  still  own  that  was  obtained  from  Teddy,  circa.  1962. 
is  an  1882  $10  gold  piece,  BIT  which  today  would  grade  MS  60.4251.  I  believe. 
Many  hours  of  pleasurable  conversation  were  spent  in  the  flower  shop,  although 
I  don't  recall  having  seen  anyone  buy  any  flowers. 

My  first  real  coin  shop  experience  was  when  my  friend  Dennis'  father 
agreed  to  drive  us  to  Frank  Spadone's  shop  in  East  Orange.  We  were  amazed 
that  so  many  coins  could  exist  in  the  same  place.  It  was  there  that  I  acquired  an 
almost  unrecognizable  1808  Large  cent,  which  I  still  have.  I  believe  I  paid  $1 
for  it  then,  and  if  I  were  buying  the  same  coin  today,  that  is  about  what  I  would 
offer  for  it.  By  the  way,  the  first  obsolete  coins  that  I  ever  owned  were  an  1843 
Large  cent  and  an  1899  Liberty  nickel,  which  of  course  I  still  have,  and  which 
were  given  to  me  by  my  mother  who  told  me  that  they  were  my  grandfather's 
coins.  The  large  cent  would  grade  AG  at  best  by  today's  standards  but  it  is  the 
only  “unsellable”  coin  in  my  collection. 

Another  “old-timer”  in  my  present  collection  includes  a  1927  Saint 
Gaudens  $20,  which  I  acquired  in  approximately  1965.  My  father  and  I  had 
gone  for  a  weekend  to  visit  Washington  D  C.,  and  it  just  so  happened  that  a 
coin  show-  was  being  held  in  our  hotel,  the  Sheraton  Park.  He  must  have  been  in 
a  good  mood,  because  my  father  agreed  to  buy  the  coin  for  me  from  a  dealer 
who  had  dozens  of  them.  The  one  we  chose  was  nicer,  and  therefore  more 
expensive  than  the  rest.  $52.50.  as  opposed  to  $50  for  simple  unc.  coins.  Try  as 
we  did,  the  dealer  wouldn't  budge  on  the  price  and  for  $52.50.  we  bought  a  coin 
worth  a  bit  more  than  that  today. 

There  were  many  more  stories,  many  more  fantasies  (like  the  time  that 
a  “D”  seemed  to  materialize  on  a  1914  cent),  but  we'll  save  those  for  another 

time. _

Queen  Victoria's  Golden  Jubilee

This  is  the  portrait  that  the  Dear  Old  Queen  commissioned  for  her 
50th  year  as  ruler  of  the  British  Empire  and  it  can  hardly  be  gainsaid  that  she 
couldn't  possibly  have  made  a  worse  choice.  That  silly  little  crown  perched  on 
the  top  of  her  head  makes  her  look  more  like  a  cockney  chore-maid  at  a  fancy 
dress  ball  than  the  dignified  old  sovereign  that  she  -in  fact-  was. 

Coincidentally,  1887  is  the  year  my  father  was  born.  In  fact,  even 
though  they  were  all  Americans,  every  member  of  my  family  that  I  grew  up 
with  was  born  during  her  reign,  the  longest  to  date  of  any  British  monarch. 

It  was  called  the  "Victorian  age"--  given  its  own  time  slot  in  history; 
not  unlike  Charlemagne.  Louis  XIV  and  Napoleon.  Indeed,  Victoria  put  her 
own  imprimatur  on  the  styles,  music  and  mores  of  almost  three  generations.  So. 
silly  or  not.  here  she  stands  at  age  68,  for  the  generations  to  see.

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Byzantine  Emperors  of  Chaos 

Part  One  of  a  series- 
by  Christopher  T.  Connell 


During  the  years  685  to  717,  the  imperial  government  of  the  Byzantine  Empire 
was  in  chaos.  In  these  32  years  six  different  men  ruled  in  se\>eti  separate  reigns 
(Justinian  II  was  overthrown  twice.)  Justinian's  two  reigns  totaled  sixteen  years  or  one 
half  of  the  period  of  chaos.  ITie  remaining  five  emperors  thus  averaged  only  little  more 
than  three  years  per  reign  -  desperately  short  terms  for  Byzantine  Emperors.  This  senes 
will  introduce  you  to  these  emperors  and  their  coins,  one  reign  at  a  time.  I  hope  that  the 
articles  will  provide  more  enjoyment  for  you  than  these  emperors'  reigns  were  for  the 
Byzantine  Empire! 

Justinian  II  -  first  reign  (10  July  685  -  late  695) 


The  Byzantine  Empire  had  been  rescued  from  chaos  in  610  when 
Heraclius  overthrew  the  tyrant  Focas  and  established  a  dynasty  that  would  last 
until  the  reigns  of  his  great-grandson.  Justinian  II.  The  first  reign  of  Justinian  II 
began  with  much  promise.  His  General  Leontius  defeated  the  Arabs  in 
Armenia,  continuing  his  father's  successes  which  prevented  Muslim  armies 
from  invading  Europe  from  the  east.  Ardently  orthodox.  Justinian  was  the  first 
Emperor  to  place  icon  portraits  of  Jesus  on  the  observ  e  of  his  gold  coins. 

But  all  was  not  well  with  Justinian  II.  Fervor  for  his  faith  provoked  a 
cruel  persecution  of  the  Paulicians.  a  group  of  Christian  iconoclasts,  compelling 
them  to  collaborate  with  the  Muslims.  He  frequently  flew  into  uncontrollable 
and  often  murderous  rages.  His  military  successes  and  massive  building  projects 
resulted  in  excruciating  taxation.  When  General  Leontius  was  placed  in  charge 
of  the  Theme  of  Hellas,  he  siphoned  this  massive  dissatisfaction  to  his 
adv  antage  by  leading  a  revolt  and  was  proclaimed  Basileus  (king/emperor).  Out 
of  respect  for  Justinian's  father  Constantine  IV.  Leontius  spared  Justinian's  life. 
Instead  of  death.  Justinian  suffered  mutilation  of  his  nose  and  tongue  and  was 
exiled  to  the  northern  Black  Sea  port  of  Cherson  in  the  Crimea.  Justinian  was 
thereafter  known  as  Rhmotmetus:  the  'cut-nose.' 

The  coin  pictured  above,  left  is  a  solidus  of  the  first  reign  of  Justinian  II, 
S-1248.  The  reverse  (above  right)  pictures  a  standing  figure  of  Justinian,  wearing 
crown  and  Loros  and  holding  a  patriarchal  cross  potent.  The  inscription  reads, 
Jl  'STINIANUS  SERU.CHRJSTI  -  "Justinian,  Servant  of  Christ,"  1/  is  the  obverse  of  this 
com  that  is  most  familiar  as  it  hosts  the  first  icon  portrait  of  Christ  to  appear  on  a 
Byzantine  com.
